Trustees discuss busing 


and ASTA resolutions 


The matter of student 
transportation was again 
discussed at the Oct. 6 meet- 
ing of the St. Albert protes- 
tant school board. 

Prior to the meeting being 
called to order, trustees 
heard a small delegation of 
parents from the Mission 
area whose children are atte 
ending SAM school and who, 
because they are under the 
mile and one half transpor- 
tation boundary, are pre- 
sently walking to school, 

The delegation approach- 
ed the board with a view of 
re-instating last year's arre 
angement by which the 
parents paid $5.50 per child 
per month for school bus 
transportation during the 
winter months. 

Board chairman Charles 
Schroder assured the par- 
ents that the board is fully 
aware of their situation and 
is working on a solution, 
“We will try to do every- 
thing we can to maintain 
the agreement we had last 
year,”’ he said. 

Trustee Bill Penrose said 
the board should try to get 
the new government to re- 
view the present regulations 
and trustee Jim Wiltshire 
added that busing is an ex- 


pensive proposition “It 
costs almost one mill a 
year,"’ he said 

Trustees later in the 


meeting carried Mr. Schro- 
der’s motion that the &. 
Albert protestant school 


district present an emer- 
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gency resolution to the 
forthcoming annual convene 
tion of the Alberta School 
Trustees Association in ree 
gards to student transpor- 
tation, 

Bill Penrose’s motion that 
the protestant school dis- 
trict, preferably in co-op- 
eration with the Catholic 
schools, approach the mini- 
ster of education to ask for 
a review of transportation 
regulations, was also carre 
ied. ‘“R is pretty upsetting 
when one sees the neigh- 
bor’s kids getting on a school 
bus, while one’s own kids 
bundle up and start walk- 
ing,”’ Mr. Penrose comm- 
ented. This situation does 
now exist in the town, where 
one side of a street may be 
under the 1 1/2 mile boun- 
dary, while the other side is 
just over and students living 
there are bused to school 

Still on the subject of 
busing, the board received 
a letter from a resident 
Stating that school buses 
going to Paul Kane reie 
“half empty.’ The board 
had previously been advised 
by an inspector that buses 
were “over-crowded. "’ Sec- 
retary-treasurer George 
Hargreaves was asked to 
look into the matter and he 
reported that buses service 
ing the high school were, 
indeed, over-crowded 

Trustees carried Jim 
Wiltshire’s motion that the 
secretary-treasurer be in- 
structed to arrange the most 
convenient method to trans- 
port students in acccrdance 
with existing regulations 

In other business, trustee 
Dave Davis reported to the 
board that the study on 
assessment is making good 
progress and he expects it 
will be completed in the 
near future. The 
undertook the study to find 
out if any tax dollars, which 
should be coming to the 
separate schools were, iz 
fact. going to the other dis- 
trict. There are cases where 
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children attend ad the protest- 
am schools, but because of 
an error on the tax rolls, 


thetr parents’ education tax- 
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es goto the Catholic schools, 
Mr. Davis reported that his 
committee so far has track- 
ed down about 8,000 “lost” 
tax dollars. “Some errors 
have been found,” he said, 
“and we are most detere 
mined that this board should 
obtain all the revenue it is 
entitled to.*’ 

As this was the last regu- 
lar meeting before the elece 
tions, Bill Penrose felt a 
public expression of grati- 
tude was in order. ‘‘This 
has been a very difficult 
year financially,"’ he said, 
“and this board appreciates 
the co-operation it has re- 
ceived from the administra- 
tive staff, parents and stu- 
dents, *’ 

Charles Schroder expres- 
sed concern over the fact 
that in Alberta today “‘there 
are two election acts in 
operation.”’ Mr. Schroder 
Said the difference in regu- 
lations for election of school 
board and town officials 
could result in mass cone 
fusion and trouble at the 
polls. The main difference 
is that in order to be eligible 
to vote for school board, 
an elector must have resid- 
ed in the municipality for 
12 months prior to election 
day; to choose a town coun- 
cil there is no minimum 
residence requirement, 
providing the elector is a 
property owner. “These 
regulations should be the 
same,"' Mr. Schroder said, 
and proposed the board pre- 
sent a resolution to this 
effect at the ASTA convene 
tion 

On the matter of elections, 
Bill Penrose advised the 
board that a resolution will! 
be presented at the ASTA 
anmual convention asking 
that school and municipal 
elections be held at different 


dates. “We (school boards 
take more money from 
people, (about 58 per cent 
of the tax dollar goes t 
education we look after 
people's kids, we are the 
largest employing group, vet 
we are overwhelmed b; 
municipal issues, Mr 
Penrose said The board 
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will discuss this matter 
again at its October 20th 
meeting. 

Mr, Schroder said he had 
received several complaints 
from parents with regards 
to teachers asking forsmall 
amounts of money, for such 
things as art supplies or 
other items, Mr. Schroder 
asked that a full report on 
this matter be brought to 
the Oct. 20 meeting of the 
board at which time he will 
ask trustees to formulate 
regulations for the schools 
to follow. ‘We shouldeither 
eliminate this practice com- 
pletely or ask for the money 
at the first of the year,’’ 
Mr Schroder said. “Parents 
are continually being asked 
for 25 cents here and 50 
cents there. I think we should 
cool it a bit.’’ 

Bill Penrose reported on 
the Canadian Education Asse 
ociation conference, held 
recentiy in Montreal, 
“There is a growing con- 
cern that schools are out 
of step with society and 
the feeling expressed by 
some delegates in Montreal 
was that if the school boards 
don’t do something soon, 
government will step in.’ 
Mr. Penrose said that some 
delegates were of the opinion 
that school boards may be 
eliminated and it is expected 
that significant changes will 
take place on the education 
scene in the next few years. 
Mr. Penrose noted that Que- 
bec teachers have asked that 
it not be compulsory for 
them to belong to the tea- 
chers’ union, this is con- 
sidered to be their first step 
towards professionalization 
he concluded. 

A number of applications 
have been received from 
district teachers wishing to 
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take part in the department 
of natlonal defence schools 
overseas program, Suce 
cessful candidates will be 
posted overseas for a period 
of two ~ three years, Bill 
Penrose raised the question 
of whether or not the school 
district should hold such a 
teacher's job open for him, 
“T don’t think we should 
block a teacher's job, The 
point is, he {s gone for two 
or three years and we are 
holding his job,"’ This matt- 
er is to be included under 
policy review, 

Trustees voted in favor 
of allowing a grant in the 
amount of $250 to the Lions 
Community Band and a fure 
ther grant of $50 to the 
beginners band, 
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Council moves on 3 
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A revised proposal for 
a 22<suite apartment block 
on Mission and Perron has 
been approved by council 
subject to four recommen- 
dations from staff: a re- 
taining wall from the north 
boundary of Perron street 
to the eastern limit; the 
reserve area to be levelled, 
top soiled and grassed, pro- 
viding access to the river; 
a concrete walk with steps 
from the retaining wall to 
the landscaped area, and 
substantial shrubbery along 
Mission, not to interfere 
with traffic,

three day conference is 
being planned in Edmonton 
for early December by the

It has been estimated that 
five per cent of all children 
have a learning disability; 
however, not all of these 
children need special class= 
es, In St, Albert, the nume 
ber of children requiring 
specialized assistance Its 
estimated to be sufficient 
in number to warrant two 
special classes. 

At present, these young- 
sters are attending regular 
classes and are not func- 
tioning well, It is pointed 
out that these children are 
not candidates for oppore 
tunity rooms - these rooms 
are for students with a low 
learning ability. Youngsters 
with a learning disability 


are uSually above average’ 


students - once their dis- 
ability has been diagnosed. 

The provincial govern- 
ment will at present pro- 
vide grants to a school dis- 
trict in the amount of $5,000 
for setting up a learning- 
disability classroom, In a 
district the size of St. Albert 
this amount would not fully 
cover an adequate program. 

This would appear to be a 
problem school boards will 
have to come to grips with 
in the not too distant future.

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Last week in this column 
readers were presented with 
the teachers’ viewpoints in 
the dispute between the 
Alberta Teachers’ Associa- 
tion and school boards which 
has now resulted in the clos- 
ing of our schools. 

This week through the 
courtesy of Mrs, Martel and 
Sturgeon Gazette, we, the 
trustees, have been given 
the opportunity to explain 
our position, 

What has led to strike? 
From the trustees’ point of 
view the answer is simple: 
The ATA is trying desper- 
ately to break down the re- 
gional bargaining proce- 
dures which have been adop- 
ted by 69 Alberta school 
boards, And they are using 
the controversial ‘‘consult- 
ation clause’’ issue merely 
as an instrument to gain 
their goal. 

What is regional bargain- 
ing? At the suggestion of 
trustees legislation was ine 
cluded in new School Act in 
1970 which would allow 
school boards to jointogeth- 
er for the purpose of collec- 
tive bargaining with their 
teachers, Trustees saw in 
this legislation a way in 
which school boards could 
counter-act what they cone 
Sidered to be unfair bar- 
gaining tactics by the ATA, 
These tactics had resulted 
in a situation whereby the 
ATA would play one school 
board against another dur- 
ing negotiations, Ifone board 
resisted an ATA demand 
the teachers would simply 


qently inthis year’s nego- 
tiations they have deliber- 
ately imposed demands on 
regional bargaining units 
which preclude any possi- 
bilities for reasonable sett- 
lements, In order to cast an 
unfavorable light onthe bar- 
gaining units they have at 
the same time actively pur- 
sued and gained agreements 
with individual boards which 
in many cases, do not in- 
clude the demands which 
are facing the boards in the 
bargaining units, 

An example of this 
strategy is the ATA demand 
for a ‘consultation clause’’ 
in the collective agreement, 
Taken at face value this is 
simply a desire on the part 
of teachers to be consulted 
before school boards make 
decisions which will affect 
their working conditions, If

this was the only intent of 
the clause there would be no 
hesitation on the part of 
trustees, School boards fir- 
mly believe that consultation 
with teachers is imperative 
if a school system its to 
function successfully and 
many have already set up 
communication or liaison

However, it has become 
evident to school board 
negotiators that ‘consulta 
tion” has a much deeper 
meaning to the ATA, What 
teachers really want is the 
right to determine their 
working conditions - a right 
which would in turn give 
them the power to control 
almost every facet of the 
School system, This would 
place school boards in the 


untenable position of having 
to negotiate with their tea- 
chers almost every action

Faced with this situation 
regional bargaining units 
have had no choice but to 
refuse the demand, And the 
ATA knows it, They have 
used it to push the regional 
bargaining units right to the 
brink of teacher strikes 
while at the same time they 
have settled contracts with 
approximately 70 individual 
school boards which do not 
include the ‘‘consultation 
clause."’ In fact, in most 
of these negotiations it was 
not even an issue,

Urge prevention of rabbit damage to 
shelterbelts 


Rabbits did a tremendous 
amount of damage to trees 
and shrubs in farm shelter- 
belts and orchards as well as 
to ornamentals and fruit 
trees in gardens and tree 
nurseries last year. Trees 
and shrubs planted close to 
native bush are the most 
susceptible to damage. 

To minimize the destruc- 
tion that is likely to occur 
this winter, the head of Alb- 
erta’s Crop Protection and 
Pest Control Branch, J. B. 
Gurba recommends that far- 
mers, homeowners and nur- 
serymen take preventative 
measures this fall. 

A fence of 36-inch wide 
poultry netting with 1 1/2 
inch mesh is a practical 
way of protecting a small 
area of trees and shrubs. 
The lower edge should be 
buried a few inches in the 
ground or covered over with 
soil, Watch the snow depth 
during the’ winter, advises 
Mr. Gurba, and if necess- 
ary, add more netting. It 
can be held in place with 
temporary posts driven into 
the snow, 

Wrapping the trunks and 
lower branches oftrees with 
burlap is another practical 
method of protecting asmall 
number of trees, The burlap 
should extend about four feet 
the tree. To prevent damage 


from mold and disease in the 
spring be sure to remove the 
wrappings when the snow 
goes, 

The best way to control 
rabbit damage to a large 
number of trees is to use a 
long-lasting commercial 
repellent such as Morton 
Chemical’s Z.L P. or Nia- 
gara Rodent Repellent. 
These and other commercial 
preparations also repel 
mice, beaver anddeer, They 
can be either painted or 
sprayed on the trees, and 
are available from most 
farm chemical supply 
houses, 

There are also a number 
of home-made repellents 
that do an equally good job 
of protecting trees and 
shrubs, One of these cone 
sists of Arasan 42S (liquid) 
or Arasan 75 (wettable pow- 
der) mixed with a water 
emulsifiable black asphalt 
at the rate of one part Ara- 
san to 10 parts asphalt by 
weight. To use this mixture 
as a spray rather than as a 
paint, dilute it with water, 

Another effective home- 
made repellent consists of 
one part nicotene sulphate 
(blackleaf 40) mixed with 10 
parts of asphalt emulsion 
to which has been added two 
or three tablespoonsful of a 


household detergent, The 
asphalt in these repellents 
is known as a “sticker,” 
The “sticker’’ releases the 
repellent slowly and contin- 
uously over a long period, 

Home-made repellents 
can be used either as aspray 
or as a paint, depending 
upon the number of trees 
to be treated. However, they 
Should always be strained 
before being used inaspray- 
er or the nozzles will be- 
come clogged, Also, the en- 
tire spraying apparatus 
must be thoroughly rinsed 
after use with warm water 
followed by a solvent such 
as Varsol or kerosene, 


Both commercial and 
home-made repellent paints 
and sprays should be app- 
lied in the late fall when the 
trees are dry and the tem- 
perature is above freezing, 
says Mr. Gurba, The trunks 
and lower branches of the 
trees should be treated up 
to a height of at least two 
feet above the maximum 
snow drift level in the area, 

Further information on

Investigate before you invest

There are many door to 
door salesmen travelling 
through the country selling 
various products. Most of 
these are completely relia- 
ble. However, since there 
are some unethical sales- 
men, it pays the consumer 
to investigate before pur- 
chasing anything at the door 

The first thing you should 
ask a salesman is to see his 
salesman’s license, It is a 
pink wallet-sized card with 
the Alberta government's 
coat of arms on the top, the 
salesman’s name and a 
statement to the effect that 
he ts licensed as a sales- 
man for such and such a 
company under the Licens- 
ing of Trades and Business 
Act, 

If the company listed ts 
only the sales agent, inquire 
who is the actual manufac- 
turer and where they are 
located. The back of the 


license will contain the type, 
or types, of product the 
salesman is authorized to 
Sell. 

Frequently towns and vill- 
ages require door to door 
salesmen to purchase a local 
peddlers license, If you live 
within town or village limits, 
ask for this license, 

It is very important that 
salesmen have these lic- 
enses. If they are reluctant 
to show them and start mak- 
ing excuses, it’s time to 
become suspicious. 

Don't be rushed into sign- 
ing a contract, The rushing 
technique is commonly used 
by unethical salesmen, Ifa 
salesman says he will be in 
the neighborhood for one 
day, that the price of his 
product is going up tomorr- 
ow, or that the supply is so 
limited that you will not be 
able to buy it tomorrow, 
be very wary! Also, if the 
salesman uses a sympathy

appeal or hard luck story -- 
be wary! 

Read the contract very 
carefully, making certain 
that you understand exactly 
what you are signing. Keep 
a copy of any contract you 
Sign, and be sure it states 
the company address and the 
salesman’s address. (it is a 
good idea to note his car 
license number on it also.) 

There is an act in Alberta 
to protect people who buy 
from a direct salesman, It is 
called the Direct Sales Can- 
cellation Act, Under it, the 
purchaser has four days, 
including Sunday, in which he 
may cancel his contract, 
providing he signed it in 
his own house, Cancellation 
must be done in writing. 
If the salesman suggests 
going to his motel room to 
sign the contract or doing 
it over a cup of coffee in a 
restaurant, he could well be 
trying to get around the 
Direct Sales Cancellation 
Act, If you want the protec- 
tion of this act, ALWAYS 
sign a contract from adirect 
salesman in YOUR OWN 
RESIDENCE, 


Always keep a copy of 
your letter cancelling acon- 
tract and send the original 
letter by registered mail. 
Then if any controversy ar- 
ises later as to whether it 
was mailed within the four 
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day period, you have proof, 
All solicitation may be 
investigated through the 
Better Business Bureau,
